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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1-14, in the reply filed on 
8/19/05 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 15-30 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/19/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the 
admitted prior art (Background of the Invention.) The admitted prior art teaches an Inkjet 
dispensing system comprising a dispensing system, a curing system, and a build platform as 
instantly claimed wherein the Examiner notes that the instantly claimed hmitations with regards 
to the material dispensed provide no additional structural limitations with regards to the 
apparatus over the admitted prior art and only constitute intended use of the dispensing system of 
the admitted prior art. 
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5. Claims 1-5 and 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e) as being anticipated by 
Moszner et al (US 2002/0167100 Al.) Moszner et al teach an ink jet type plotting system 
utilized to fabricate 3-dimensional dental parts of filled or unfilled materials wherein the system 
comprises a dispensing system that may be raised with regards to the build platform and can 
dispense the build material as well as a support material, a curing system including a curing 
agent and/or UV curing system, a heating system that can heat the material to be dispensed 
(Abstract; Paragraphs 0013, 0017, 0026-0032.) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moszner 
et al. The teachings of Moszner et al are discussed above. Though Moszner et al teach that the 
dispensing unit can be raised to create the 3-D part, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to alternatively lower the building platform as 
is conventional in the art. Further, Moszner et al do not specifically teach providing a milling 
system, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to include a milling system wherein the term broadly encompasses any machines for 
shaping, polishing or cutting of a product, particularly given that Moszner et al teach that the 
build material may include filler materials or particulates.
